62. (New) The paint brush claimed in claim 58 or 59 wherein said transition means 
comprises a transition section rigidly attached at one end to said shoulder end of said 
head section* and at the other end to one end of said handle section, said transition 
section being oriented longitudinally along a transition axis which is disposed at an 
angle theta relative to said brush plane.
